This is about the time of year 
when the crows, as well as the 
starlings and blackbirds, congre­ 
gate in great droves In fact, the 
starlings and blackbirds started 
their assembly weeks ago, but not 
the crows. 
Recently I saw many crows as 
far north as Ottawa, Canada, and 
I have also seen them throughout 
the United States, so that they are 
widely scatered. 
It is estimated that there are up­ 
ward of three billion 
crows 
in 
North America, and that each is 
scheduled to live 12 years unless 
eliminated by gun, poison or trap. 
These birds cause extensive dam­ 
age to some crops, young birds, 
eggs, etc., and they are found in 
numbers in Fayette County every 
month of the year. 
It never gets too hot or too cold 
for these noisy, destructive birds. 
Crows have been known to mi­ 
grate up to 1,500 miles in a single 
year, so that they really shift 
about in surprisingly long d i s- 
tances.

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Can History Be Made More Interesting? 


History should be one of the most ab­ 
sorbing ‘ of all studies, 
but strangely 
enough, far too many students in o u r 
high schools and colleges find it duller 
than dull. 
There have been theories aplenty ad- 
\anced for this unfortunate situation— 
emphasis upon names, places and dates; 
failure to humanize the rich materials 
available; sheer mental fatigue induced 
by the volume of data. 
lf it is any comfort 
for Americans, 
v ord now comes out of England that the 
lads and lassies across the pond aren’t 
much better at their history studies than 
our own boys and girls. 
Tests administered 
to young 
people 
there, of upper high school through e d ­ 
it e age levels showed that twenty-five 
‘percent of the group did not know that 
Chamberlain was the famous umbrella 
p ime minister of England at the time of 
the Munich 
conference 
which 
led 
to 
World War II. Some of them thought that 
I he right answer was Churchill, who was 
not in the government at that time. Others 
named dead statesmen. 
Even more disturbing, some of the Eng* 
S h \ oung people did not know that Good 
Friday is the 
anniversary 
of 
Christ’s 
death or that Christmas is His birthday. 
Small comfort though this may be to 
American teachers trying to pound the 
facts of our own history 
into 
resisting 
heads, it should serve as a spur to edu­ 
cators on both sides of the Atlantic to 
think up ways and means of dramatizing 
history. Maybe TV will do it. Books and 
detention periods can’t.

He can learn that an untrained 
hum an body can sink in the w a­ 
ter. He should learn that w ater in 
the mouth, eyes or air passages 
can cause discomfort. 
Of course, the time that a child

should learn to swim depends on 
his environment. If he lives near 
channels or w ater holes and i s 
constantly exposed to their d an ­ 
gers, he should learn to swim at 
an early age. Too, he should 
learn after being taught to swim. 
that he will have a great deal of 
difficulty carryin g out the sw im ­ 
ming action if clothed. 
Adequate sw im m ing I e s s o ns 
should therefore include instruc­ 
tions to the child on how to re ­ 
move his clothing while keeping 
afloat. Children also should b e 
taught not to go into the w ater 
too soon after eating nor to go to 
unsupervised bathing spots. 
If a little care is exercised by 
parents, there will be fewer chil­ 
dren drowned this year. Common 
care must now take the place of 
nature's gills to protect child and 
m an in the water.
